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COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Fifty 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and 

Temperance  Union 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled  by 

authority  of  the  same ,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sarah  Hayward,  Susan  B.  Holway,  Frances  S.  Kettelle,  Ruth 
Severance,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  by  the 
name  of  the  “  Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union,” 
to  be  established  in  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
Home  and  a  school,  to  aid  in  the  support  and  education  of  indigent  youth,  with  all  the 
powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all]  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth 
in  the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  by  purchase,  grant,  devise, 
bequest  or  donation,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  hold  the  same  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  and  may  manage  and  dispose  of  the  same  according  to  their  description, 
provided  that  the  whole  amount  of  real  and  personal  property  held  and  possessed  by 
the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  in  value  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars.

AN  ACT 

To  Change  the  Name  of  the  11  Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and 

v  Temperance  Union.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ,  in  General  Court  assembled 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  “  Ladies’  American  Home  Education  Society  and  Temperance 
Union,”  a  corporation  established  in  Boston,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  two 
hundred  and  eleven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  shall  be  known 
as  the  “  Nickerson  Home  for  Children,”  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  11,  1880. 


FORM  OF  BEQUEST 

I  A.  B.,  do  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “  Nickerson  Home  for  Children,”  the  sum 

of . .  .  .  . .  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 

Institution,  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof  to  the  general  object  of 
the  Home.  And  I  do  direct  that  a  receipt  signed  by  the  President  and  Treasurer  shall 
be  a  sufficient  discharge. 


CONSTITUTION 


Article  1.  This  Home  shall  be  called  the  Nickerson  Home  for 
Children. 

Article  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  home  for  destitute 
children,  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  from  every  part  of  New  England, 
especially  half  orphans,  when  the  home  is  suddenly  broken  up  by 
death  or  other  causes,  where  they  can  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  a  well- 
regulated  family,  and  be  instructed,  not  only  physically,  but  intel¬ 
lectually  and  religiously.  For  the  privilege  of  such  a  home  a  small 
board  will  be  required,  which,  although  not  enough  for  the  child’s 
support,  will  serve  to  give  to  parents  the  feeling  that  he  or  she  is  doing 
what  they  can  for  the  support  of  their  little  ones.  A  limited  number 
of  children,  which  will  be  increased  as  our  means  permit,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  Home  free  of  charge.  Parents  or  friends  may  visit 
the  children  at  the  Home,  or  may  remove  them  from  it  whenever  their 
circumstances  will  warrant  their  assuming  their  children’s  support. 

Article  3.  The  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty-five  dollars 
shall  constitute  a  life  membership. 

Article  4.  The  officers  of  this  Home  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditors,  and  sixteen  Managers. 
Seven  shall  be  chosen  as  Trustees,  of  whom  the  President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  shall  constitute  a  part.  At  any  regular  meeting  con¬ 
vened,  any  number  of  the  officers  and  Managers  present  may  be 
competent  to  proceed  with  the  business  in  thirty  minutes  after  the 
appointed  hour,  and  five  may  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  concurrence 
with  the  Committee,  to  call  all  special  meetings,  and  to  preside  at 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  each  of  which  is  to  be  opened  with 
prayer.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 
shall  preside. 

Article  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  at  each  meeting  for 
business,  the  record  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  and  on 
special  occasions  the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  Board 
and  shall  assist  in  any  other  duties  the  Board  of  Managers  may  assign. 

Article  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  money 
received  and  expended,  and  shall  present  tne  bills  due  against  the 
Home  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  be  approved  by  them  and 
signed  by  the  President,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  give  a  written  report 
to  the  Managers.  Such  assistance  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Treasurer 
in  collecting  of  funds,  etc.,  as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  deem 
expedient. 

Article  8.  At  each  meeting  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  to  report  to  the  Managers  the  number  of  children  entered  and 
discharged  during  the  month. 

Article  9.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  held  the  first 
Thursday  in  January,  when  the  officers  shall  be  chosen.  These  offices 
will  only  be  held  by  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  An 
Annual  Report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented, 
the  report  from  the  Board  of  Managers  read,  vacancies  upon  the  Board 
filled  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  shall  come  before  them. 
Meetings  of  the  Managers  are  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every 
month. 

Article  10.  At  each  monthly  meeting  one  Manager  for  each 
week  during  the  month  shall  be  appointed  to  inspect  the  Home,  as 
regards  furnishings,  cleanliness,  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  make 
a  verbal  report  of  such  inspection  at  the  following  meeting. 

Article  11.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  this  Constitution  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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SEVENTY*FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 

SECRETARY 


Another  year  of  labor  as  Managers  of  the  Nickerson 
Home  for  Children  has  gone,  leaving  its  record  of  something 
done  for  others,  —  its  summary  of  important  statistics  which 
may  help  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  Home  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  work  of  the  Executive  Board  during  the  year 
1911. 

Three  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  Board  the 
past  year. 

These  new  officers  have  proved  themselves  earnest 
helpers  in  the  various  committees  upon  which  they  have 
served. 

Besides  the  regular  business  meetings  of  the  Board,  the 
first  Thursday  in  each  month,  there  have  been  called  by  our 
President,  Mrs.  S.  E.  Dawes,  two  special  meetings  during  the 
year. 

There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  half  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  at  these  different  meetings.  The 
greatest  number  present  at  any  one  time  being  ten  and  the 
smallest  number  being  three  members  of  the  Board.  Any 
apparent  falling  off  in  the  general  attendance  of  the  officers 
at  these  meetings  may  be  due  either  to  the  fact  of  sickness 
in  the  homes  of  those  who  usually  meet  at  the  “  Home,”  or 
to  the  long  periods  of  rest  in  midsummer  when  many  of  our 
workers  are  away  from  the  city. 

The  different  committees  appointed  to  visit  the  Home 
each  month  have  reported  favorably  about  the  general 
condition  of  things  in  and  about  the  place.  Yet  the  out¬ 
spoken  opinion  of  these  visitors  has  been,  that  a  new  Home 
in  a  better  locality  is  much  needed  on  account  of  the 
moral  up-lift  in  character  which  it  would  give  to  its  inmates. 
Moreover  with  better  accommodations  the  hard  work  of  our 
Superintendent,  Mrs.  Lola  Holway,  would  be  made  much 
easier. 

The  members  were  made  quite  happy  when  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board,  Mr.  Howell  F.  Wilson,  reported  at  one  of  the 
meetings  the  receipt  of  a  bequest  of  one  thousand  dollars 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Draper  of  Brookline,, 
Mass.  But  according  to  the  terms  of  Mr.  Draper’s  will,  the 
amount  is  to  be  securely  invested  and  held  by  the  Nickerson 
Home  for  Children  as  the  Eliza  J.  Bell  Draper  Fund,  the 
income  only  thereof  to  be  used  for  its  purpose. 
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ITS  INMATES 


The  Home  has  cared  for  eighty  children  during  the  past 
year. 

There  has  been  no  serious  illness  during  the  year. 

We  owe  many  thanks  both  to  the  physicians  and  nurses 
of  the  Boston  Dispensary  on  Bennet  Street  for  their  faithful 
care  of  the  children  who  have  been  in  attendance  there  during 
the  year. 

We  would  also  mention  with  thanks  the  continued  ser¬ 
vices  of  Dr.  David  D.  Brough  as  house  physician,  and  those 
of  Dr.  James  Patterson  as  dentist. 


DONATIONS 

We  would  again  note  with  thanks  the  annual  subscrip¬ 
tion  by  the  Old  South  Guild,  as  well  as  the  still  further  dona¬ 
tion  of  five  dollars  from  the  Woman’s  Guild  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Church,  Arlington  Heights. 

Easter  greetings  by  cards  were  kindly  sent  to  the  children 
by  the  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron. 

We  were  kindly  remembered  by  Mr.  William  Armstrong 
of  the  Bromfield  Street  Sunday  School,  wTho  sent  clothing 
to  the  children. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Holway,  Mrs.  Edward  B.  Wilder  and  the 
Ladies  of  the  Benevolent  Society,  First  Parish,  Hingham, 
have  sent  their  usual  donations  of  clothing,  for  which  we  are 
truly  grateful. 

Many  firms  at  Faneuil  Hall  Market  remembered  our 
Home  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  with  substantial  gifts, 
which  we  would  acknowledge  with  thanks,  not  forgetting  either 
the  generous  donations  of  fruit  and  vegetables  sent  in  from 
time  to  time  by  Mr.  Isaac  T.  Locke. 

We  are  thankful  to  the  Ferguson  Bakery,  also  to  Weston’s 
Bakery  for  their  many  donations  of  bread,  pies  and  cake. 
Mr.  Aldrich  of  Cobb,  Aldrich  &  Co.  has  given  wood  and  fruit; 
and  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Cumings  has  kindly  sent  in  a  good  supply 
of  oranges  to  the  children  for  which  thanks  are  given.

Twenty-five  children  went  for  a  picnic  with  the  Dea¬ 
conesses,  on  the  Randidge  Excursion  Fund. 

Twenty-five  children  also  were  given  a  two  weeks’  outing 
at  the  Deaconess  Fresh  Air  Home,  Haverhill,  Mass.  The 
children  have  had  this  vacation  for  several  summers  for 
which  we  are  truly  grateful. 

Six  boys  were  invited  for  a  week  to  Sunnyside  Farm, 
Rowley,  Mass.,  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Homer. 

Three  of  the  boys  had  three  weeks  with  Mrs.  Fielder 
Converse,  and  four  girls  stayed  several  weeks  with  the  same 
person. 

Two  other  children  had  an  outing  of  four  weeks  at 
Dudley  Farm,  the  home  of  Mrs.  Ralph  E.  Dudley,  Douglass, 
Mass. 


CHRISTMAS 

Our  children  were  again  invited  to  the  Christmas  party 
at  the  Unitarian  Church,  Winchester,  by  the  Superintendent, 
Miss  Alice  F.  Symmes.  On  account  of  the  storm  they  could 
not  go,  but  their  gifts  were  sent  to  the  Home. 

The  stockings  of  the  children  were  again  filled  by  Mrs. 
Theodore  Nickerson  and  Mrs.  F.  S.  Pratt,  West  Newton. 

On  Christmas  Day  there  was  the  usual  party,  with  its 
tree.  This  was  decorated  with  presents  sent  by  the.Brom- 
field  Street  Sunday  School.  There  were  added  many  useful 
gifts  by  Mr.  Howell  F.  Wilson. 

Dr.  Marion  E.  Moore  gave  presents  to  all  the  children,  and 
they  were  also  remembered  in  the  same  way  by  Mrs.  Arthur 
T.  Cumings. 

All  of  these  gifts  we  would  thankfully  acknowledge  as 
symbols  of  the  “  Greater  Gifts  ”  from  above  to  all  mankind.

HISTORICAL  REPORT 

For  the  Past  Seventy-five  Years  of  the  Institution  Now 
Known  as  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children 

The  present  year  is  one  of  great  interest  to  the  patrons 
and  friends  of  the  Nickerson  Home,  for  it  has  brought  to  us 
the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  its  foundation. 

In  the  month  of  May  in  the  year  1835  Mrs.  Sarah  Hay¬ 
ward  of  Boston,  a  lady  whose  ideas  of  practical  benevolence 
were  far  in  advance  of  the  times,  was  pained  to  see  the  hard 
lot  of  working- women  and  their  children.  So  she  gathered 
around  her  a  company  of  ladies  to  discuss  the  formation  of  a 
Society  to  reduce  if  possible  the  ignorance  and  destitution 
of  this  class. 

Their  aim  was  to  benefit  their  own  sex,  and  give  them  a 
better  chance  in  the  struggle  for  life,  and  to  shelter  homeless 
little  ones  from  the  rude  blasts  of  adversity. 

Mrs.  Hayward’s  idea  at  first  seemed  to  be  the  rescue  from 
ignorance  and  degradation  of  the  working- women  around  her, 
and  wrhen  these  ladies  met  on  the  19th  of  May,  1835,  in  the 
Masonic  Temple,  to  form  the  Society,  and  to.  draft  their  con¬ 
stitution,  they  took  the  name  of  the  “  Female  Improvement 
Society  of  Boston  and  Vicinity.” 

The  beginning  of  this  enterprise  was  small.  The  first 
charitable  work  done  was  the  placing  of  a  young  woman, 
the  daughter  of  a  clergyman,  in  a  seminary  where  she  could 
fit  herself  to  become  a  teacher.  A  school  was  then  estab¬ 
lished  in  a  room  hired  for  that  purpose,  and  poor  children 
gathered  in,  who  were  taught  sewing  and  mending,  together 
with  their  studies. 

It  was  gradually  seen  by  these  pioneer  ladies,  that  the 
best  way  to  reach  the  mothers  and  sisters,  and  lift  them  up  to 
a  higher  plane,  was  through  their  children.  The  little  ones 
must  be  sheltered  and  educated,  taken  from  intemperate 
homes  if  need  be,  and  cared  for  tenderly.  To  this  end  more 
rooms  were  taken  and  boarding  children  admitted  to  the 
school. 

Then  as  now,  drunkenness  was  the  cause  of  two  thirds  of 
the  misery  among  women  and  children,  and  the  ladies  felt 
that  in  addition  to  other  ways  of  doing  good,  they  should 
engage  in  temperance  work ;  and  at  the  re-organization  of  their 
society,  they  took  the  name  of  the  “  Ladies’  American  Home 
Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union.” 

A  Home  was  established  at  55  South  Street,  Boston,  and 
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meetings  were  frequently  held  there,  for  the  examination  of 
the  school  connected  with  the  Home,  and  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

Although  the  Home  was  designed  for  young  women  as 
well  as  children,  as  time  passed  on  it  was  found  that  the  latter 
class  of  needy  ones  was  all  that  could  be  assisted  from  the 
limited  means  of  the  society;  and  so  from  that  time,  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  years,  in  which  needy  young  women 
were  given  temporary  lodgings  and  otherwise  assisted,  its 
Home  has  been  one  for  children  only.  It  was  among  the 
first  of  the  institutions  of  this  kind  in  Boston,  and  seemed  to 
have  met  at  the  outset  with  a  good  degree  of  favor  from  the: 
city  of  its  birth.  Among  the  earliest  record  of  its  meetings, 
we  find  the  names  of  honored  men,  both  in  the  state  and  city 
government,  who  gave  their  presence  and  aid.  At  a  meeting 
held  at  the  Home  55  South  Street,  March  1,  1847,  it  is  recorded 
that  Rev.  John  Ball,  a  city  Missionary,  made  interesting 
remarks;  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  Hon.  Wm.  B. 
Calhoun,  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Senate,  gave  a 
stirring  address  to  the  ladies  in  which  he  assured  them  of  his 
hearty  sympathy  with  their  benevolent  efforts.  He  then 
presented  a  Bible  to  each  of  the  three  girls,  who  had  been 
longest  in  the  Home,  and  had  proved  themselves  the  best  in 
conduct. 

From  its  earliest  organization,  the  aim  of  the  Society’s 
Home  was  to  assist  needy  parents  in  caring  temporarily  for 
their  children,  and  not  to  take  their  support  entirely  from 
them,  thus  causing  them  to  lose  their  self-respect.  A  small 
board  was  required  of  those  who  placed  children  in  the  Home ; 
but  if  from  any  cause,  the  parent  or  guardian,  after  a  time  was 
unable  to  pay  the  sum  agreed  upon,  the  Society  favored  them 
financially  all  their  funds  would  allow. 

As  the  work  became  known,  and  the  donations  increased, 
free  children  were  taken  and  cared  for  to  the  extent  of  their 
means. 

One  feature  in  this  charity,  which  it  has  always  retained., 
is  that  it  restores  the  children  again  to  the  parent’s  or  guar¬ 
dian’s  care,  whenever  they  are  able  to  receive  them,  and  again 
give  them  support.  Parents  are  not  obliged  to  give  their 
children  to  the  managers  of  the  Home  in  order  to  have  them 
admitted  to  its  privileges.  They  are  temporarily  taken  care 
of,  to  be  restored  to  their  friends  at  the  coming  of  better 
times.  In  the  early  records  of  the  Society,  there  frequently

occurs  the  names  of  children,  who  were  returned  to  a  father, 
a  mother  or  a  grandmother,  as  the  case  might  be.  Many  were 
provided  with  good  places,  either  in  city  or  country  upon 
leaving  the  Home,  and  this  the  managers  often  do  at  the 
present  time. 

The  monthly  meetings  were  not  always  held  at  the  Home 
in  these  early  days;  but  the  ladies  often  met  at  each  other’s 
homes.  And  here  let  it  be  recorded  that  the  Society  was  non¬ 
sectarian  from  the  first  —  ladies  of  all  denominations  of  reli¬ 
gious  belief  were  gladly  welcomed  as  members,  and  elected 
to  offices  on  its  board  of  managers. 

That  the  labors  of  these  ladies  was  abundant  is  shown  from 
the  fact  that  at  their  meetings,  after  the  paying  of  the  monthly 
bills,  and  an  anxious  discussion  of  how  they  were  to  be  met 
in  the  future,  they  would  remain  to  sew  upon  garments  for  the 
children. 

The  years,  from  the  time  of  the  re-organization  of  the 
Society  in  1839  onward  through  the  forties  were  ones  of 
hard  struggle  with  small  means  and  adverse  circumstances; 
and  we  often  come  upon  the  record  of  a  special  meeting 
being  called  to  discuss  the  best  means  of  providing  for  some 
pecuniary  emergency. 

At  a  meeting  held  September  1,  1847  the  landlord  of  the 
home,  55  South  Street,  gave  notice  to  the  ladies  that  he  in¬ 
tended  disposing  of  the  property,  and  wished  the  home 
vacated  by  the  first  of  October. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  intrusted  the  finding  of 
another  place,  succeeded  in  hiring  the  house  No.  10  Albany 
Street,  and  the  Home  was  located  there  September  20,  1847. 
The  rent  was  somewhat  higher  than  that  of  the  old  house, 
and  the  ladies  felt  they  had  assumed  a  great  responsibility 
to  start  out  with  this  increased  expense.  But  they  had 
courage  and  faith  as  is  shown  by  the  closing  words  of  Mrs. 
Hayward’s  report  of  a  meeting  held  about  that  time.  She 
said  in  view  of  their  removal,  “  May  the  Lord  sustain  us  in 
this  great  undertaking,  and  m'ay  we  never  have  reason  to 
regret  this  step  to  provide  a  Home  for  the  friendless.” 

Public  meetings  were  held  in  convenient  places  —  either 
in  some  church  or  large  hall  —  and  they  usually  took  the  form 
of  anniversary  occasions,  and  some  of  the  best  talent  of  the 
city  was  often  secured  for  these  meetings. 

Among  the  names  of  those  who  have  addressed  the  meet¬ 
ings  we  find  those  of  Governor  George  N.  Briggs,  Hon.  Lewis 
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Child,  ex-Mayor  Martin  Brimmer,  Hon.  Wm.  B.  Calhoun; 
and  among  the  clergymen,  Rev.  Dr.  Kirk,  Rev.  Dr.  Sharp, 
Rev.  Baron  Stowe,  Bishop  Huntington,  Rev.  Mr.  Cushman, 
and  a  long  list  of  others.  The  venerable  Dr.  Jenks  often 
assisted  in  these  meetings  by  the  reading  of  Scripture,  or 
by  earnest  prayer  in  behalf  of  the  Society.  And  Deacon 
Moses  Grant,  that  well-known  benefactor  of  Boston’s  poor, 
was  to  the  end  of  his  life  a  staunch  friend  of  the  Home,  and 
always  ready  to  help  it  both  with  pen  and  voice. 

The  idea  had  been  frequently  entertained  by  the  man¬ 
agers  of  giving  the  Society  the  legal  right  to  exist,  hold  prop- 
•  erty,  etc.,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  held  at  the  Home,  No. 
10  Albany  Street,  on  January  17,  1849,  it  was  voted  that 
measures  be  taken  to  secure  an  act  of  incorporation  by  the 
State  government. 

The  efforts  of  the  ladies  in  this  direction  were  successful, 
and  after  the  usual  delay  in  such  matters,  an  act  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  was  passed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
on  April  16,  1850. 

The  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Home  have  always  been 
raised  by  subscriptions  from  gentlemen  and  ladies  of  Boston 
and  vicinity  and  from  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  State. 
They  became  at  length  yearly  donors,  and  their  subscriptions 
were  collected  by  agents  appointed  by  the  Managers. 

Mrs.  Susan  B.  Holway  who  for  some  time  had  acted  as 
treasurer,  was  appointed  an  agent  in  1845,  and  she  faithfully 
fulfilled  the  duties  of  both  of  these  offices  until  her  death  in 
1897. 

Miss  Fidelia  Boswell  was  also  appointed  an  agent  in 
1853  and  was  a  most  efficient  worker,  until  her  removal  by 
death  in  1892. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bumstead  received  her  appointment 
about  the  year  1865,  but  having  resigned  as  a  collector,  she  is 
still  able  to  serve  upon  our  Board  of  Managers. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  L.  Van  Horn  a  daughter  of  Mrs.  Hayward 
the  founder  of  the  Home,  was  early  brought  into  its  service 
by  her  mother,  and  for  many  years  until  her  death  which 
occurred  May  7,  1901,  she  annually  solicited  donations  of 
money  and  also  of  provisions  and  groceries.  Four  other 
daughters  of  Mrs.  Hayward  have  been  more  or  less  identified 
with  the  Home  and  included  among  its  workers. 

Mrs.  Hannah  E.  Morse  was  its  first  secretary,  and  after¬ 
ward  president.  Mrs.  Maria  L.  Boggs  served  faithfully  as 
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corresponding  secretary  until  her  death.  Both  of  these 
Christian  women  have  gone  to  join  the  mother  in  whose  foot¬ 
steps  they  walked.  Mrs.  Esther  A.  Wilson  and  Mrs.  Augusta 
S.  Hodgkins  have  served  as  managers.  Both  of  these  ladies 
are  still  living,  and  Mrs.  Hodgkins  is  one  of  our  board  of 
trustees. 

Previous  to  the  year  1858  there  had  been  no  donations  of 
larger  sums  than  thirty  dollars  at  one  time ;  but  at  the  meeting 
in  June  of  that  year,  the  managers’  hearts  were  cheered  by  the 
donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  from  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Fire  Association.  In  her  report  of  that  meeting 
the  secretary,  Mrs.  Frances  S.  Kettelle,  thus  speaks  of  it, 
“  This  is  the  first  foundation  of  a  fund  which  we  hope  will 
soon  increase,  to  enable  us  to  build  a  home.” 

As  time  passed  on  a  larger  Home  was  needed,  and  the 
house,  No.  14  Tyler  Street,  which  it  now  occupies,  was  rented, 
and  the  Board  of  Managers  met  there  for  the  first  time  on 
October  22,  1863. 

This  year  was  made  a  memorable  one  by  the  bequest 
of  James  Holton  of  four  thousand  dollars,  two  thousand  of 
which  was  to  found  a  library;  and  it  was  voted  to  call  this 
library  when  established  by  the  name  of  its  generous  donor. 
Mr.  Holton  was  a  yearly  donor  to  the  Home;  and  through  the 
efforts  of  Mrs.  Ruth  Severance,  one  of  the  managers  at  that 
time,  he  was  induced  to  leave  the  Home  its  first  legacy. 

At  the  first  annual  meeting  held  at  the  new  Home,  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1864,  the  President,  Mrs.  Hayward,  in  her  report  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  thus  speaks,  ”,  As  our.  aim  has  been 
for  a  long  time  to  purchase  a  house  which  would  be  a  perma¬ 
nent  place  for  the  Home,  we  have  thought  best  to  use  that 
portion  of  Mr.  Holton’s  legacy  which  is  under  our  control,  for 
that  purpose.  We  have,  therefore,  made  arrangements 
which  we  trust  will  eventually  purchase  this  house,  in  which 
we  hold  our  annual  meeting  for  the  first  time.” 

The  negotiations  for  the  purchase  were  successful,  and  the 
Managers  started  forward  upon  their  mission  with  renewed 
courage;  for,  although  a  heavy  mortgage  of  $4,850.00  rested 
upon  the  property,  there  was  a  definite  object  to  work  for, 
and  there  was  a  hope  of  sometime  raising  the  funds  for  its 
payment,  and  a  board  of  seven  trustees  was  appointed. 

The  school  kept  in  the  Home  from  its  foundation  was 
always  well  sustained,  and  taught  by  teachers  fully  com¬ 
petent  for  the  position.  But  it  was  in  reality  a  missionary 
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work,  for  the  compensation  was  so  small  that  the  teachers 
could  not  have  remained  had  they  not  possessed  other  means 
of  support.  Upon  the  removal  to  14  Tyler  Street,  the  Home 
school  was  discontinued,  and  the  children  have  since  attended 
the  public  schools  of  the  vicinity. 

In  the  year  1867  a  determined  effort  was  made  by  the 
managers  to  collect  funds  for  paying  off  the  mortgage,  and 
they  were  so  far  successful  that  the  sum  of  $865.00  was 
collected  for  that  object  during  the  year. 

The  fund  increased  gradually  in  the  four  succeeding 
years,  until  in  1871  the  sum  of  $1,489.00  was  reported  as 
having  been  raised.  But  she  who  had  labored  so  long  and 
so  faithfully  was  not  to  see  the  fruition  of  her  hopes  in  securing 
the  ownership  of  the  home,  for  after  a  brief  but  distressing 
illness,  Mrs.  Sarah  Hayward  died  June  28,  1871. 

She  was  elected  the  first  president  of  the  Society  which 
she  founded;  and  this  office  she  held  until  her  death,  a  period 
of  thirty-six  years.  It  is-  a  remarkable  fact  that  during  all 
these  years  she  was  never  absent  ’from  a  meeting  of  the 
managers.  The  closing  words  of  her  obituary,  written  by 
one  who  had  long  known  her  are  as  follows:  “  Her  work  is 
done  and  well  done;  and  her  life  of  prayer  and  self-sacrifice 
for  others,  furnishes  an  example  that  many  an  idler  in  the 
Lord’s  vineyard  would  do  well  to  follow.” 

Mrs.  Hannah  E.  Morse,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Mrs. 
Hayward  was  elected  to  succeed  her  mother  as  President. 
She  assumed  that  office  in  October,  1872,  and  though  con¬ 
tinually  suffering  from  bodily  infirmities,  she  cheerfully  and 
heroically  endeavored  to  perform  the  duties  of  her  office. 

She  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mrs.  Nancy 
Wormell  as  Matron  of  the  Home.  She  was  a  woman  of 
unusual  executive  ability,  and  had  much  experience  in  work 
of  that  kind.  On  account  of  failing  health  she  resigned  her 
position  and  left  the  Home  on  July  5,  1893. 

Mrs.  Morse  has  left  a  representative  in  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Garafelia  M.  Dawson,  who  is  still  the  able  secretary  of  the 
Society  which  her  grandmother  founded  so  many  years  ago. 

Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Dawes  was  elected  to  succeed  Mrs.  Morse 
as  President,  and  she  holds  that  office  at  the  present  time. 

It  had  long  been  the  hope  and  prayer  of  the  Managers  that 
some  benevolent  heart  would  open  to  pay  off  the  balance 
of  the  mortgage.  This  earnest  wish  became  a  reality  through 
the  efforts  of  our  treasurer,  Mrs.  Susan  B.  Holway,  who  was 
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enabled  to  interest  Mr.  Joseph  Nickerson  so  greatly  in  our 
cause  that  he  presented  the  Managers  of  the  Home  the  sum 
of  $3,125.00  to  free  it  from  the  mortgage.  It  was  a  day 
of  great  rejoicing  to  all,  especially  to  her  on  whom  it  had 
devolved  so  long  to  raise  the  yearly  interest. 

Having  discontinued  the  school  and  our  work  having  become 
exclusively  the  making  of  a  Home  for  destitute  children, 
the  name  of  “  American  Home  Education  Society  ”  became  a 
misleading  one.  Frequent  letters  were  received  asking  us 
to  explain  our  educational  methods,  and  so  it  seemed  best  to 
change  the  name  of  the  institution  to  one  more  appropriate 
to  its  present  work. 

In  grateful  remembrance  of  the  generous  gift  of  the  late 
Joseph  Nickerson,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  call  the  Home 
by  his  name,  and  a  petition  to  that  effect  was  presented  to  the 
legislature. 

In  March,  1880,  an  act  was  passed  by  that  body,  making 
the  change  asked  for,  and  declaring  that  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  April,  1880,  the  institution  at  14  Tyler  Street,  Boston, 
should  be  known  as  the  “  Nickerson  Home  for  Children.” 

Mr.  George  Nickerson,  son  of  the  gentleman  whose  name 
the  Home  bears,  remembered  it  by  generous  gifts  of  money 
until  his  decease. 

A  legacy  of  $5,000.00  was  left  to  the  Home  in  the  year 
1893  by  T.  O.  P.  H.  Burnham,  an  old  resident  of  Boston. 
There  were  no  restrictions  upon  this  legacy,  but  it  has  always 
been  kept  by  the  managers  as  a  nucleus  for  the  purchase  of  a 
better  Home.  Other  legacies  none  of  them  exceeding  $2,000 
have  been  left  the  Home  from  time  to  time,  some  of  them  as 
Trust  funds,  of  which  only  the  interest  could  be  used. 

Although  the  Home  was  freed  from  mortgage,  it  being  an 
old  house,  it  needed  frequent  alterations  and  repairs,  and  these 
expenses  were  heavy  burdens  upon  the  managers.  Hon. 
Jacob  Sleeper  who  was  always  a  generous  donor  made  their 
hearts  especially  glad  at  one  time  by  the  gift  of  funds  for  a 
needed  bathroom,  and  at  his  death  he  left  the  Home  a  legacy 
of  $1,000. 

During  the  seventy-five  years  of  the  existence  of  the 
Home,  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  singular  immunity 
from  death  which  it  has  experienced.  Although  thousands 
of  children  have  been  sheltered  there,  previous  to  the  year 
1859,  no  death  had  occurred.  In  that  year  two  little  girls 
died  of  a  throat  disease  then  prevalent,  and  since  that  time 
there  has  been  only  an  occasional  death  among  the  children. 
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We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  had  gratuitous  medical 
service  given  us  from  the  very  first.  Dr.  Wm.  Page  is 
gratefully  remembered  as  giving  his  services  free  of  charge  for 
a  long  term  of  years.  Dr.  G.  A.  Fernald  and  Dr.  G.  T.  Walker 
were  also  untiring  in  their  services  for  many  years.  Dr. 
David  D.  Brough,  the  present  physician  of  the  Home,  is  always 
ready  to  give  kindly  help  to  the  sick  ones  whenever  needed, 
and  Dr.  James  Patterson,  a  skillful  dentist,  also  gives  his 
services  free  of  charge.  The  Boston  Dispensary  is  always 
ready  to  treat  the  children  or  give  medical  advice  whenever 
needed. 

The  present  Superintendent,  Mrs.  Lola  C.  Holway, 
assumed  her  office  on  July  5,  1893.  In  all  the  years  following 
she  has  faithfully  and  efficiently  performed  her  duties.  Her 
motherly  love  for  the  children  always  wins  their  hearts,  and 
enables  her  to  rule  them  with  a  firm  but  loving  hand. 

The  religious  culture  of  the  children  at  the  Home  has 
never  been  neglected.  From  the  first  they  have  always  been 
required  to  attend  church  and  Sunday  school.  While  at 
Albany  Street  they  attended  the  Old  Colony  Mission  Sunday 
School.  Those  having  the  school  in  charge  always  treated 
them  with  the  utmost  kindness,  giving  them  free  tickets  to 
their  excursions  and  entertainments.  For  many  years  they 
went  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  on  the  corner  of  Harrison 
Avenue  and  Beach  Street,  but  when  it  was  removed  to  the 
Back  Bay  they  were  cordially  invited  to  the  Bromfield  St. 
M.  E.  Church,  and  they  have  ever  since  been  members  of  that 
Sunday  School. 

The  kind  and  cordial  treatment  they  have  ever  received 
from  the  officers  and  teachers  of  that  school  is  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  Superintendent,  and  merits  a  grateful  acknowl¬ 
edgment  from  the  Managers. 

In  reviewing  the  later  years  of  our  history  we  have  to 
record  among  the  other  changes  in  our  officers,  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Holway,  who  was  elected  to  succeed  Mrs. 
Susan  B.  Holway,  as  treasurer  in  1897.  Upon  the  acceptance 
of  her  resignation  in  1908,  Mr.  Howell  F.  Wilson  was  elected 
as  treasurer,  and  still  serves  the  Home  in  that  capacity. 

The  Managers  met  with  a  great  loss  in  the  sudden  death 
of  Miss  Carrie  L.  Boswell,  in  December  of  1909.  She  was 
appointed  as  collector  to  succeed  her  aunt,  Miss  Fidelia 
Boswell  in  1892.  Her  long  and  faithful  work  is  gratefully 
remembered  by  those  who  so  sadly  miss  her.  But  to  offset 
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these  losses  and  changes  among  our  old  workers,  we  are  glad 
to  acknowledge  that  others  have  cheerfully  stepped  in  to  fill 
the  places,  .caused  by  these  deaths,  removals  and  resignations 
of  those  who  once  labored  with  us. 

As  we  look  back  over  these  seventy-five  years,  our  hearts 
are  filled  with  gratitude  for  all  the  way  in  which  God  has  led 
us.  If  our  work  has  not  been  a  great  one  compared  with  the 
larger  charities  around  us,  we  feel  that  it  has  been  a  good  one, 
for  we  know  we  have  lifted  heavy  burdens  from  a  great 
multitude  of  parental  hearts,  and  given  a  comfortable  home 
to  many  thousands  of  destitute  children.
